Up Autonomy. 


Cabinet Believes it the Only 
Peaceful Solution. 


Weyler Greeted at ‘Barcelona 
With Enthusiasm. 


Blanco Authorized to Spend a Large 
Sum to Relieve Suffering—Cuban 
Conservatives Displeased With 
Remarks at Marquis Apezteguia 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
MADRID, Nov. 23.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Premier Sagasta, replying today 
to a Catalan deputation, formally de- 
clared that the government of Spain 
could in no way modify its programme 
of autonomy for Cuba. Continuing, the 
Premier expressed the hope that the 
Cuban Assembly would elect a commis- 
sion which would codperate with a 
Spanish commission in determining the 
commercial relations between Cuba 
and Spain, by consulting their mutual 
interests. 

This is interpreted as meaning that 
the Cabinet will adopt the scheme of 
Sefior Moret, the Minister of the Colo- 
nies, who, as cabled to the Associated 
Préss yesterday, announced to a Cata- 
lan delegation that he had fully con- 
sidered the general interests of the colo- 
nies, and was convinced that his policy 
alone would lead to a peaceful solution. 
The Cabinet in council has approved 
the article in the autonomy scheme 
giving the Cubans the control of the 
customs. Its terms will not be ‘pub- 
lished until it has received the sanction 
of the Queen Regent. 

In addition to the granting of an 
autonomous tariff for Cuba, the follow- 
ing reforms have been proposed: The 
Chamber of Deputies of the island 
shall be composed of between forty and 
fifty members, a Deputy for each 40,- 
000 of the population. The Governor- 
General is to choose from this chamber 
five members to form an Executive

WEYLER AT BARCELONA. 


\ 
Tries to Escape an Ovation, but is 
Forced to Appear. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
BARCELONA, Nov. 23—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] Gen. Weyler, the former cap- 
tain-general of Cuba, arrived here this 
morning on board the steamer Mont- 
serrat from Havana. The general 
landed beneath the Columbus monu- 
ment at 1 a.m. and was acclaimed by 

about twenty thousand people. 

In order to escape the manifestation 
the general was driven to the house of 
Deputy Saladrigas, where, however, he 
was forced to appear upon the balcony 
and was applauded by the crowds 
gathered about the house. 

A number of bands and choirs took 
part in the welcome extended to Gen. 
Weyler. The Montserrat was met by 
many boats decorated with flags. 
When the general landed, accompanied 
by Gen. Montaner, he entered the car- 
riage of Deputy Saladrigas. On the 
way to the latter’s house, Gen. Wey- 
ler cried: ‘‘Long live national produc- 
tion.” The general alsd called for 
cheers for “Spain” and “Spanish Cuba,” 
which met with enthusiastic receptions. 
The general will remain in Barcelona 
for two days, and on leaving here will 
go to Palma, Island of Majorca, his 
birthplace, where the inhabitants have 
been preparing to give him a hearty 
welcome home. He will arrive in Mad- 
rid about the middle of December. 


GEMS FROM HIS THINKER. 
[ASSUCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


BARCELONA, Nov. 23.—Gen. Wey- 
ler, addressing a number of his friends 
shortly after his arrival here, expressed 
great regret at his recall from Cuba, 
alleging that he was particularly an- 
noyed at the attitude of certain news- 
papers, which had declared that he fa- 
vored the insurgents. Continuing, the 
general remarked: “Spanish soldiers, 
however, have the same contempt for 
these papers as they have for filibus- 
ters.”’ 

Referring to the concentration of the 
Cuban peasants near the towns of that 
island, Gen. Weyler explained that he 
deemed such a step necessary because 
they were “‘spies, and the most devoted 
friends of the enemy.” 

In regard to autonomy, the former 
captain-general of Cuba said: ‘“Auton- 
omy in Cuba would be most unfortu- 
nate for national industry. The riches 
of Cuba belong to Spain, and autonomy 
means the disappearance Of Spanish 
workmen and complete misery through- 
out the island. There is as much rea- 
son for Catalonia, the Balearic Islands 
and the other provinces to ask for au- 
tonomy as Cuba.” 

It is understood in Barcelona that 
Gen. Weyler will hold aloof from the 
Carlists and Republicans, but he de- 
sires to pose as the champion of “‘na- 
tional production,’”’ aims reorgan- 
izing the Conservative party, and in 
order to realize his protectionist ideal 
he will vigorously Oppose the granting 
of tariff autonomy to Cuba.

ANTI-FUSION POPS. 


Meeting of the National Organiza- 
tion Committee at St. Louis. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

ST.. LOUIS, Nov. 23.—The National 
Organization Committee of the Popu- 
list party, representing the “middle-of- 
the-roaders,” who opposed fusion with 
the Democrats at the last Presidential 
election, met here today. Twenty-nine 
State#are represented. Among those 
present are Gen. Jacob S. Coxey of 
Ohio; Chairmani Milton Park of Texas; 
Secretary W. S. Morgan of Arkansas; 
Dr. Braddon B. Crowe of Alabama, 
treasurer, and Wharton Barker of 
Philadelphia, editor of the American. 

Chairman Parks said that the pur- 
pose of the meeting was to determine 
their future course.

FRENCH SPECULATORS WANT TO

Same Parttes Were Concerned in an 
Attempt to Corner the Prune

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Journal of Commerce 
says that trade in nuts to the present 
time has been devoid of incident ex- 
cept for the attempt reported from 
France to corner the market on the 
new. crop of Grenoble walnuts by spec- 
ulators who several years ago obtained 
much notoriety by getting control of 
the French prune market, in which 
venture it is understood a considerable 
amount was lost by exporters and 
operators, as-the demand the 
United States, which was counted 
upon, did not materialize, and conti- 
nental buyers made up their wants by 
purchasing California and Oregon 
prunes. 

As it is in prunes, so it is said to b 
in walnuts, though in this case foreign 
markets Were not invaded by Califor- 
nia. However, trade in walnuts in 
‘the United States has been reduced 
this season, because the West and 
Middle West have turned to California 
for supplies and obtained them in full 
quantity, and the quality, though 
claimed by some to be below that of 
imported goods, seems to have satis-. 
} fied consumers. ifs 

In almonds in the shell, competition 
between the imported and California 
nuts does not seem to have resulted so 
favorably for the latter, although the 
demand for California goods in inte- 
rior markets has, according to the re- 
port, greatly increased.

One Pitts Has a Letter from 
Joseph E. Blanther, 


Claimed He Was the Emanuel 
Chureh Murderer. 


The Document Turns Up at Meridian, 
Tex—Was Placed in His Fel- 
low-prisoner’s Coat by the 
Slayer of Mrs. Langfeldt. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

HOUSTON (Tex.,) Nov. 23.—A special 
to the Post from Morgan, Tex., Says: 

“Joseph E. Blanther, alias Forbes, 
committed suicide in the Meridian fail 
in this county on March 2 last. De- 
velopments of the last few days bring 
to light the fact that Blanther was the 
self-confessed perpetrator of even more 
startling crimes than was the murder 
of Mrs. Langfeldt in San Francisco, for 
which he was hunted. 

“While Blanther was incarcerated in 
the Meridian jail there was also a fel- 
low-prisoner named Pitts, who was are 
rested on some minor charge and oc- 
cupied the cell adjoining that of 
Blanther. Pitts is a farmer who now 
lives near Iredell, in this county, and 
is known to have conversed with 
Blanther during his two or three days 
of confinement. In a letter to Word, 
Dillar & Word, attorneys of Meridian, 
under date of November 22, Pitts in- 
closes a letter from Blanther and says: 

“‘*T have been looking through some 
papers that I had on file in the jail at 
Meridian, and I find the inclosed sheet, 
which speaks for itself. The papers 
alluded to here worked through a hole 
in my pocket, hence the delay in not 
discovering them sooner. I now ree 
member that Forbes, or Blanther, asked 
me on the evening he took the poison. 
which coat was mine of several that 
were hanging in the cell he occupied, 
I never thought further of the ques- 
tion he asked until I found the letter 
he wrote. I send it to you for the rea- 
son that you know who to notify ig 
California. I hope that may be worth

Durrant of California, who, I under4 
stand, is sentenced to death for killing 
Miss Lamont.’ 

“Following is the Blanther letter: 

“ ‘Meridian jail. To Mr. Pitts: 
this is my last day on earth, I wish 
say that I cannot die without telli 
a truth. I murdered Mrs. Langfeldt, 
also Blanche Lamont and Minnie Wil- 
liams. I put this in your coat pocket 
and hope you will find it in time to 
save the life of Durrant. It may also 
be of service to Mr. Womack in getting ~ 
his reward money. I want you to have 
my watch for your kindness to me. You 
have my best wishes, and I hope your 
troubles will end, but not as mine. 

[Signed] “BLANTHER FORBES.” 

“The letter written by Blanther wags 
compared with a letter written by him 
to County Treasurer Randle while he 
(Blanther) was teaching school at 
Koppert, this county, and the identifi- 
cation is pronounced to be beyond 
doubt. Cashier Rudasill of the First 
National Bank of Meridian Says it 
compares favorably with Blanther’s 
handwriting, while others have hesi- 
tancy in pronouncing the document as 
written by Bilanther. The original 
written confession is now in the pos- 
session of Word, Dillard & Word of 
Meridian, who will notify the San 
Francisco Officials of the startling con- 
fession. 

CHIEF LEES SETTLES IT.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 23.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] When shown the dis- 
patch about Blanther last night, Chief 
Lees said the statements contained in 
it were too absurd for consideration. 
In his investigation of the record of 
Blanther, he had ascertained beyond 
doubt that Blanther could not have 
been in this city at the time of Em- 
anuel Church murders, for the good 
reason that he was in business in 
Georgia. Blanther, he said, was here 
in 1887, after he had fled in disgrace 
from Siam, but only remained a few 
weeks, and did not return until Febe . 
ruary 26, 199. 


NOT CREDITED. 


The Suggestion That Blanther Come 
mitted the Muarders is Old. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 23. —Neo 
credence is placed by the authorities 
here in the alleged confession of 
Blanther or Forbes, made in jail at 
Meridian before his suicide, to the ef- 
fect that he had murdered Blanche 
Lamont and Minnie Williams in addi- 
tion to Mrs. Langfeldt. It is recalled, 
however, that at the time of the killing 
of Mrs. Langfeldt, about eighteen 
months ago, the suggestion was ad- 
vanced that Blanther had murdered all 
three, it being claimed that there were 
certain points of similarity in the three 
murders. 

At the time of the Langfeldt murder 
Durrant had already been in jail for 
a year, and the police scouted at the 
idea of any one but the prisoner hav- 
ing committed the crimes. The police 
are confident that the Emanuel-church 
murderer is still alive, and in San Quen- 
tin prison. While recognizing the pos- 
sibility of error, the authorities are, 
nevertheless, convinced that they have 
the right man in the person of Durrant. 

The alleged confession of Blanther 
will probably prove a powerful weapon 
of defense in the hands of Durrant’s 
attorneys, who are utilizing every 
available pretext for delaying the exe- 
cution of their client.

miles from Dawson. The Yukon River 
is frozen, and it is not easy to travel 
on the rough ice. Therefore, to send 
relief in midwinter by that route Is not 
practicable. 

“The Government has about 1100 
reindeer in Alaska, but they are scat- 
tered. Mr Bliss, Secretary of the Inte- 
rior, has placed at the disposal of the 
War Department 100 reindeer that are 
within 100 miles of St. Michaels. It is 
just possible that.with the reindeer and 
the aid of Indians, a small expedition 
might be sent by this route. 

“My idea is, however, that in March 
an expedition will be sent over the 
Chilecoot Pass by the Dalton trail. 
There are provisions in plenty at St. 
Michaels. The last I heard was that 
five or six thousand tons of provisions 
were there, and as steamships ply be- 
tween there and San Francisco, the 
danger of starvation is not great.” 

“Do you think Alaska should be 
made a Territory?” 

“I do, because by next suntmer I 
think from one to two hundred thou- 
sand people will be in the Yukon coun- 
try. My idea is that two Territories 
sheuld be made, and the Yukon coun- 
try should be one of them. A Terri- 
torial form of government would be 
much better than the present method of 
governing Alaska, in my opinion. The 
State of Nevada has about 35,000 in- 
habitants, and the Yukon country 
alone will have three or four times 
that number next spring.”

JOHN WANTS TO VOTE. 


AMERICAN CHINESE DEMAND THE 
RIGHT OF SUFFRAGE, 


Mass-mecting to Be Held at Chicago 
Saturday—Appeal Will Be Sent 
to Congress by the Equal Rights 
League—W ong Chin Foo Talks. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

OHICAGO, Nov. 23.—Americanized 
and native-born Chinese will appeal to 
Congress for the right of suffrage, and 
ask that body to repeal the Gary 
anti-Chinese law passed in 1882. A 
public mass meeting will be held at 
Central Music Hall next Saturday, and 
prominent Chinese from all over the 
United States will address the meet- 
ing. They will declare that wrongs 
have been inflicted upon them since 
they have been refused the rights of 
citizenship, and will ask the aid of the 
people of the United States to help 
them in their cause. 

This, it is said, will be the first time 
the Chinese have openly declared 
themselves. They have organized the 
Chinese Equal Rights League of Amer- 
ica, with offices in this city. Wong 
Chin Foo is president of the organiza- 
tion. In an interview he said: 

“We want in Lllinois, the place that 
Lingoln, Grant and Logan called their 
home, to do for the Chinese what the 
North did for the negroes. Why should 
we not have a voice in municipal and 
national affairs like other foreigners? 
There are 50,000 Chinese in this coun- 
try who are desirous of becoming citi- 
zens. In 1882 an outrageous law was 
passed by Congress. By that law the 
rights and liberties of nearly two hun- 
dred and fifty’ thousand lawful and in- 
dustrious citizens were swept away. 
We will now ask Congress to restore 
to us the sovereign rights we once 
enjoyed, which are now held by every 
other race who come here. 

. “Those who wish to become voters 
have been living in this city from ten 
to forty years. Their financial and so- 
cial interests are all here, and they 
have learned to love America better 
than they did the old country. The 

have acquired American habits, whic 

have rendered their residence in China 
almost impossible. The situation has 
now come to a stage where we must 
ask for our rights.” 3 

Following the meeting at Central 
Music Hall, meetings will be held over 
the United States. The Chinese Equal 
Rights League of America is incor- 
porated. Among those who will ad- 
dress the meeting next Saturday are 
Wong Chin Foo, Wong Oek of Massa- 
chusett#, Sam Ping Lee of New York 
and Chin Loy of San Francisco. 


PRIMARY ELECTIONS. 


National Conference to Discuss Uni- 
form Legislation Covering Them. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Nov. 23.—Through the 
efforts ‘of the Civic Federation of Chi- 
cago, a national conference on primary 
election legislation will be had in New 
York early in January. Last night 
Ralph Measley, secretary of the feder- 
ation, left for New York, where he will 
meet with representatives of primary- 
election reforms from eastern cities, 
and the call for the convention will be 
formulated. 

It is the intention to secure concert 
of action on a uniform law in the va- 
rious States this winter, when the Leg- 
islatures of New York, New Jersey, 
Maryland, Ohio and Massachusetts 
will meet.

Football Teaches the Young Anieri- 
cans Discipline and Self-control.

SYRACUSE (N. Y.,) Nov. 23.—Rev. 
Dr. James R. Day, chancellor of Syra- 
cuse University, and a Methodist cler- 
gyman, Says in a public address: 
~“T believe that some such game as 
football, which contains elements of 
roughness and danger, is necessary to 
the development of many young men 
in universities and seminaries. Its fu- 
ture is tending toward a more open 
playing of the game. I do not like the 
hurling of one mass of humanity 
against another until one or the other 
becomes exhausted, but I do not feel 
like joining the unfversal outcry 
against the game. 
“American people are easily . influ- 
enced into a general epidemic of re- 
form, but I think that football has 
come to stay. It is encouraged by the 
faculty of Syracuse University. Foot- 
ball would fail of one of its chief fea- 
tures, in my estimation, if it did not 
teach the young man self-control. A 
man who goes through @ season of 
being trodden upon 2nd knocked down 
deserves fairly a diploma in the art of 
self-control. It is valuable discipline. 
As to the theater, the chancellor 
said: “I am told that many of the 
students attended the theater and 
listened to Mr. Jefferson. Now Iam a 
parson and my privileges are restricted 
somewhat.

NATIONAL LIFE TO BE MODIFIED 
BY FINANCIAL LEGISLATION. 


Secretary Gage Speaks at the. New 
York Chamber of Commerce 
Dinner—Commits Himself to the 
Proposition That Our Currency 
Can Be Made Safe. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—The annual 
dinner of the New York Chamber of 
Commerce was given at Delmonico’s 
new restaurant tonight. Secretary of 
the Treasury Lyman J. Gage was the 
guest of honor and the chief speaker. 
He spoke to the toast “Currency Re- 
form; Now or When?” He said in 
part: 


“We are met just now with one of 
those problems which must be bravely 
faced and wisely solved. For four 
years its injurious shadow has de- 
pressed industry and_ enterprise. 
Thanks to the wise instincts of our 
people and to their declaratory voice 
uttered in November last, assurances 
have come to lift doubts, to banish 
fears, to brace hope and to lend cour- 
age. 

“This happy reaction in enterprise 
now witnessed—the stimulation to in- 
dustry—which has followed this new 
assurance is a confirmatory evidence of

shape and destiny of our nationoal 
life, as it may be affeeted by financial 
iegislation, is to! be determined within 
the next four years. :

The establishment of our currency and 
banking system upon more secure 
foundations is the one thing lacking to

“At a cost too contemptible for se- 
rious consideration, the debatable con- 
dition of our currency and banking 
system may be put on clearly safe, if 
not theoretically scientific, foundations. 
This may be secured without any un- 
necessary contraction of the circulat- 
ing medium of exchange and threaten- 
ing undue expansion, and, least of all, 
this desirable end may carry in its ef- 
fect potential relief to those districts 
in the South and V@st which, though 
rich in possibilities of soil and climate, 
have been held back, through the ab- 
sence of banking capital and credit 
facilities. 

“Nor will I permit myself to doubt 

that in the councils of our nation a 
wise statesmanship, supported and sus- 
tained by the wisdom and value of & 
pure patriotism among our people, 
will find the way to the much-needed 
result.”

CHINA APPEALS. 


Wants Russia to Oust Germany from 
Hantung Peninsala. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—According to 
a Washington dispatch to the Herald, 
China has appealed to Russia to oust 
Germany from her territory as the re- 
sult of occupation by a German force 
of a part of the Hantung Peninsula. 

As the Russian legation in Peking is 
in charge of the secretary, Count Can- 
dini, the Minister having been trans- 
ferred to Washington as the diplomatic 
representative of Russia, the negotia- 
tions on the subject are being con- 
ducted in St. Petersburg. It is hoped 
by the Chinese that the influence ex- 
erted by Russia, which prevented their 
rehabilitation of the Turkish navy, will 
be exercised upon Germany with equal 
success in the matter of her with- 
drawal from Chinese territory. 

Notwithstanding the efforts of the 
Chinese government to get Germany to 
name a date when she would withdraw 
her forces, the German government has 
taken no step in the matter, and the 
fear is expressed in eastern and Euro- 
pean diplomatic circles that her occu- 
pation, if not of a permanent charac- 
ter now is simply a preliminary to such 
an end.

THE JURY REPORTS.

SAN JOSE, Nov. 23.—The Santa 
Clara county grand jury of 1897 filed 
its report late this afternoon, its end 
having apparently been hastened by 
yesterday’s sensational proveedings,dur- 
4ng which Juror T. W. Carroll was ac- 
cused by Judge Lorigan of betraying 
the secrets of the jury-room,.and was 
given a terrible scoring. Three reports 
were presented, one of which _repre- 
sented dens and lotteries run in this 
city in defiance of the law. In-the ma- 
jority report is a recommendation that 
the indictment against M. B. Williams, 
a former deputy tax collector, accused 
of embezzlement, be dismissed. 

The first minority report objects to 
abolishing the office of game warden, 
declares that the Board of Supervisors 
has not been guilty of negligence in 
the individual opinion of Juror Carroll. 

The majority recomfnends that the 
county establish its own waterworks; 
that the office of game wdrden be 
abolished, and that the Board of Su- 
pervisors, which body is accused of 
negligence in expending the immigra- 
‘tion fund, hold the Board of Trade to 
a strict accounting for the expenditure 
of money voted by the county for the 
Purpose of inducing immigration. The 
attention of city officials is called to 
dives, gambling, disbursing money from 
the immigration fund and praising the 
Board of Trade as being a body that 
has been of great benefit to the county. 
. Juror T. W. Carroll araigns the Su- 
pervisors and the District Attorney, ac- 
cusing these officials of approving il-

GRADING NOT PAID FOR. 


Prince Poniatowski Will Be Asked 
to Pony 
[ASSOUIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 23.—The Ex- 
aminer says Prince Poniatowski will 
figure in a lawsuit for $62,000 in a day 
or two. Delmas & Shortridge are pre- 
paring the papers on behalf of Charles 
Erickson of San Luis Obispo. A few 
days ago the Prince completed his 
Sierra Railroad, which runs from Oak- 
dale on the Southern Pacific in Stanis- 
laus county, a distance of forty-two 
miles.‘ T. S. Bullock, a New York 
broker and contractor, and his brother- 
in-law, Freshman of Chicago, are 
Poniatowski’s partners in the enter- 
prise. 

Erickson took the grading contract 
for $90,000. He has received so far but 
$20,000 of the full amount. Recently he 
demanded a settlement in full from 
Poniatowski and Bullock, and was sur- 
prised when they offered him $10,000 
provided he would give them a receipt 
in full. A war of words ensued, and 
Erickson immediately arranged to have 
a mechanic’s lien for $62,000 filed on the 
road in both Tuolumne and Stanislaus 
counties. These liens were filed today 
as a preliminary step to the suit for 


Erickson’s suit is likely to make pub- 
lic some interesting facts concerning 
the railroad. His grading contract 
was not with the Sierra Railroad Com- 
pany. He contracted with the West 
Coast Construction ,.Company. The 
latter corporation is composed of the 
Prince, Bullock and Freshman, and 
they contracted with themselves as 
members of the Sierra: Railroad Com- 
pany to build the road. They then 
sublet the grading to Erickson. There 
has never been much ready money in 
the scheme, but the three interested 
gentlemen expect to realize a hand- 
some sum out of their enterprise by 
ultimately selling $800,000 worth of 
bonds that the road js to issue. It is 
to be bonded for about $20,000 a mile. 

Bullock, it is said, has made a for- 
tune in many similar enterprises. He 
got Prince Poniatowski interested in 
the Jamestown scheme about a year 
ago. He had some bad luck with a 
railroad he built down in Arizona, so 
he tore up the track and brought the 
material to California. Bullock wanted 
to build out of Merced into the Yosem- 
ite Valley when he first came here, but 
that scheme failing, he tried to get 
Stockton capitalists interested with 
him in building from that city east- 
ward to the mines. That proposition 
also petered out, and then Poniatowski 
joined him in the enterprise out from 
Oakdale. It is said that not over $70,- 
+n in cash has been put in the road so 
ar. 


RAIN IS. NEEDED. 


Weather Bureau’s Summary of the 
Temperature and Crops, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 23.—The 
Weather Bureau’s summary of the crop 
conditions throughout the State forthe 
week ending November 22, follows: 
The week has been warmer than 


-usual for this time of the year in all 


portions of the State except the Sacra- 
mento Valley. In the southern part of 
the State the temperature has been 
decidedly above the normal. No rain 
has fallen in the southern districts, 
but in the extreme northern portion the 
rainfall has been large and well dis- 
tributed. More rain is needed for 
farming operations in the central and 
southern portions. 

The general cry of the farmers is for 
more rain. In the Sacramento Valley 
a few ranchers are replowing summer 
fallow, but the majority are unable to 
work until more rain falls. In the 
south the weather has been warm, 
with moderately cool nights. This has 
been very favorable for citrus fruits. 
Oranges are ripening rapidly; carloads 
have already been forwarded, and large 
shipments will be made between. now 
and the holidays. The back country, 
however, needs rain. The continued 
dry weather has caused some orange- 
growers to resume irrigation. 

On.the whole, the orange crop prom- 
ises to be an excellent one in quantity 
and quality. The raisin crop has been 
‘stacked for the last time this season 
in the Fresno district. 


OVERDUB VESSELS, 


San Francisco Shippers Looking for 
Three Missing Craft, 
[ASSUCLATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 23.—Insur- 
ance and shipping men are becoming 
anxious for the safety of the British 
bark Faymount, which sailed from Liv- 
erpool 206 days ago with a cargo of 
general merchandise consigned to the 
Spreckels Company. She is a new ves- 
sel. Since her departure from Liver- 
pool the vessel has not been’ spoken, 
though a great many vessels have ar- 
rived here which passed over the course 
supposed to have been taken by the 
Faymount, though many of them re- 
port adverse winds and weather condi- 
tions.

U.S.S. ALERT IN PORT. 


She Brings Information About the 
Guatemala Revolution. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SAN DIEGO, Nov. 23.—The U.S.S. 
Alert came into port today at noon, 
eleven days from .- Acapulco. The 
Alert left San Francisco on her way 
south on September 18, her first point 
of destination being Ocos, in Guate- 

mala. 

When the Alert reached there, the 

insurgents had lodted the custom- 
house, taking about $25,000, and left 
for the interior. The government 
forces were in possession of the town, 4 
and the Alert passed on to San José. 
Here she remained during the whole 
of the insurrection. Capt. Richards 
Says at most the uprising was a very 
Small affair, the leaders being only 
supported by Indians and people taken 
out of the coffee plantations. Before 
the Alert left San José on November 
6, Gen. Barrios had completely sup- 
pressed the uprising, and had estab- 
lished himself in office for another six 
years. Barrios had the support of the 
military and the foreign element, with 
whom he appeared to be in good 
standing. 
_ The Alert will take on about one hun- 
dred tons of coal and will leave for 
San Francisco Friday morning.  Offi- 
cers of the Alert were questioned about 
the Ocos Island treasure story. They 
denied all knowledge of it, and one of 
them added that they had not even 
heard of it until they arrived here. 


A HOUSEMAID’S DEATH. 


Turns on the Gas and Leaves a Man 
a Letter. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY. REPORT. 

OAKLAND, Nov. 23.—May Smith, a 
young woman 380 years of age, commit- 
ted suicide in the Polk Hotel in Ala- 
meda early this morning by turning 
on the gas jets. When discovered by 
the landlord she was dead.

Valley Railroad Reports. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 23.—The 
Valley Railroad filed its first annual 
report with the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners this afternoon. The re- 
port is for the year ending June 30, 
1897. Up to that date the competing 
road had cost $3,614,964. Of this amount 
the sum of $2,812,238 was spent on the 
roadbed, track and bridges; equipment 
of the road cost $411,501. The balance 
of the total sum represented the sup- 
plies on hand last June. Current lia- 
bilities on June 30 were $1,119,138, but 
this debt has been wiped out by the 
sale of the company’s bonds subsequent 
to the time covered by the report. 


Chocolate Mountain Gold. 


YUMA (Ariz.,) Nov. 23.—The result 
of the fifty-three-mill samples upon 
the ores of the property of the Rio 
Colorado Gold Extraction Company in 
the Chocolate Mountains of Yuma 
county, Ariz., is, on the average of the 
whole number of samples, $68.10 per ton. 
It is claimed 75 per cent. is free mill- 
ing. Hence the free-milling product 
of their property nominally is $50.83 
per ton and $200 per ton concentrates 
for the smelter, and the expected daily 
product $762.45 free gold, with concen- 
trates $245.15. Nominally the daily 
product is $1016.60. Thirty men are 
working on the mines now. 


Cheap Rates to Chicago. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 23.—The 
Chronicle will say tomorrow: “Railroad 
men are in hourly expectation of the 
receipt of orders to cut passenger rates 
from this city to Chicago $4.50. The 
fight between the Wisconsin Central 
and the other roads east has thus far 
resulted in a reduction of fares from 
$11 to $8 between Chicago and St. Paul. 
This does not affect the transconti- 
nental business, but the moment that 
the cut is extended to the Missouri 
River it will reduce passenger rates 
just that much from San Francisco to 
Chicago.”’

SANDBAGGED. 


Cc. C. FULTON HAS A NARROW ES- 
CAPE FROM DEATH. 


a. 


Strack on the Right Temple With a 
Blunt Instrument in the Hands 
of Unknown Robbers, Who Were 
Frightened Away by an Officer. 


C. C. Fulton, a contractor living at No. 1515 
West Sixteenth street, was sandbagged on 
Main street near Ninth street at 2:45 o'clock 
this morning. The robbers were frightened 
away by the approach of Officer Ziegler be- 
fore they could rop their victim, was 
taken to the Receiving Hospital. 

Mr. Fulton is an elderly man. He is work- 
ing on a waterworks contract in San Gabriel 
Cafion, and stayed downtown last night with 
the intention of taking the early train for 
Azusa. He made the rounds of several first- 
class saloons, and it is thought the large 
solitaire diamond stud which he wore ex- 
cited the cupidity Of some one, who naturally 
thought the wearer carried a large sum of 
money. Mr. Fulton started for the Santa 
Fé depot about 1:20 o'clock. He was some- 
what intoxicated, and suspected nothing 
wrong when an affable stranger, -also ostensi- 
bly bound for the depot, joined him. He 
failed to pay any attention to the direction 
in which he was being led, and the two wand- 
ered out Main street. Near Ninth street some 
one stepped out from the shadow of a build- 
ing and struck Mr. Fulton on the right 
temple with a heavy, blunt weapon. The 
blow did not, however,. render him 
unconscious, and when the two men 
started to go through is pockets, and tore 
his shirt in an ineffectual effort to get the 
stud loose from a guard with which it was 
fitted, Mr. Fulton struggled and called for 
help. The proximity and prompt response of 
Officer Ziegler saved the man from frobbery, 
at least, and possibly from death, as the men 
did not waste any ineffectual blows. At the 
approach of the officer, the robbers ficd, and 
Mr. Fulton was removed to the Riceiving 
Hospital, where his injury was pronounced 
not necessarily serious. Had the blow been 
struck half an inch lower, it would have killed 


him. 

Mr. Fulton described the man who walkeé 
with him as a tall, rather heavily-built fel- 
low, wearing a dark suit and light hat. The 
shirt was nearly torn to sbrecs in the efforts 
of the men to secure the stone, which is said 
to be worth $350. Mr. Fulton did not have 
any large amount of money with him, and 
feels positive that the robbers did not get 
anything.

RAILROAD UNTAXED. 


ANOTHER REMARKABLE OMIS- 
SION BY THE ASSES5OR. 


Not a Dollar of Taxes Assessed 
Upon the Mateo-street Car 
Line. 


A SENSATIONAL “ARGUMENT.” 


ATTORNEY MESERVE BITTERLY 
ASSAILS G. J. GRIFFITH, 


Declares He ia a Perjurer, a Liar 
and an Ass—“‘Poker’’ Davis Turned 
Loose Again—Farmer Feathers 
“Didn’t Know Nothin’,’’. 


The blunders and omissions that are 
almost daily coming to light in con- 
nection with the City Assessor’s office 
are notorious. The climax has been 
capped by the discovery that the prop- 
erty of the Mateo-street and Santa Fé- 
avenue Street-car Company has been 
wholly omitted from the assessment 
roll. 

The Police Commissioners met yes- 
terday, but transacted only routine 
business. 

The city is now able to pay all war- 
rants except those drawn on the Ely- 
sian Park fund. An apportionment of 
$40,000 was made yesterday. 

A sensational argument was made by 
Edwin A. Meserve, Esq., associate 
counsel for the defense in the Bird 
forgery case yesterday afternoon. G. 
J. Griffith, the complaining. witness, 
was bitterly denounced. Mr. Meserve 
declared that Griffith had signed the 
checks alleged to have been forged and 
declined to admit it in the hope of 
forcing the First National Bank to pay 
him $1200, the amount represented by 
checks. 

Asst. Dist.-Atty. Williams made the 
closing argument for the State, and at 
9:45 o’clock last night the case was sub 
mitted to the jury. : 

The preliminary examination of 
“Poker” Davis, charged with having 


| robbed William Feathers, a San Fer- 


nando rancher, in a card game, was 
held before Justice Young yesterday. 
Feathers said he did not see Davis 
change the cards on him, but he was 
positive that he had been “flim- 
flammed.”

{AT THE CITY HALL. 


ESCAPES TAXATION. 


MATEO-STREET RAILROAD EX- 
EMPTED BY THE ASSESSOR. 


Not a Dollar of Taxes Assessed 
Against the Corporation’s Prop- 
erty—Police Board Meets — Cash 
in All but One of the City Fands. 


Hostility to corporations is commonly 
supposed to be one of the cardinal 
principles of the Populist’s creed, but 
the Populism that pervades the de- 
partment of, City Assessor Seaman ap- 
pears to be of a different stripe. It ig 
the duty of the Assessor to place upon 
the assessment roll the description and 
valuation of all property within the 
city limits, whether owned by private 
individuals or by corporations. Omis- 
sions have been many and glaring and 
the list of property-owners who have 
been allowed to wholly escape taxation 
is a long one. A notable instance was 
the omission of one entire block of 
fifty-five lots. But the crowning per- 
formance of this character is the com- 
plete omission from the assessment roll 
of all the property, real and personal, 
of the Mateo-street and Santa Fé 
Avenue Street Car Company. 

Nearly three miles of street railroad, 

the car barns on Mateo street, near 
Ninth street and the lots upon which 
they stand, all the cars, horses and 
other equipment of the line, were 
wholly omitted from the assessment 
roll. Not a dollar of taxes has been 
levied against the company by the 
City Assessor. From the burden im- 
posed by law upon every owner of 
property, this corporation has been gen- 
erously permitted to escape. 
The innumerable blunders, omissions 
and evidences of inefficiency that have 
been coming to light in connection with 
the City Assessor’s department have 
hitherto been excused by his friends, on 
the ground that many of his deputies 
were men unfitted by training or ex- 
perience for the work intrusted to 
them. When Seaman came into of- 
fice there was a general discharge of 
the deputies who had served under the 
previous administration, only two or 
three experienced men being retained. 
Among the new appointees were a 
number of Populist and Democratic 
ward workers and strikers, whose only 
recommendation was their past politi- 
cal service. 

Seaman’s apologists also say that ill 
health has compelled him to be repeat- 
edly absent from his office, so that he 
has been unable to give his personal 
supervision to the work. 

The property of the Mateo-street rail- 
road was duly assessed last year, and 
the taxes were paid by the company. 
The deputies had before them that as- 
sessment roll, and the omission is 
therefore all the more remarkable. 

The degree of intelligence possessed 
by a deputy who overlooks such a visi- 
ble and tangible subject for taxation 
as the property of a street-railroad 
company affords an imteresting sub- 
ject for speculation. 

c. A. Sumner, secretary of the com- 
pany, was asked yesterday afternoon 
how it happened that no taxes had 
been assessed against the company. 
He expressed surprise, saying that he 
had furnished the Assessor\ with a 
statement of the company’s property 
as required by law. He could not un- 
derstand the omission of the company’s 
property from the assessment roll. He 
said the company was duly taxed last 
year and its taxes were paid.

ROASTED CAPITALIST. 


SERVED UP TO THE JURY BY AT- 
TORNEY MESERVE, 


Griffith Subjected to Violent Verbal 
Abuse—The Case of Bird Sub- 
mitted to the Jury—Wrangling 
Lawyers Called to Order. 


In opening his argument for the de- 
fense in the Bird case yesterday, Ed- 
win A. Meserve, Esq., took advantage 
of his privilege as an attorney to make 
this remarkable and somewhat start- 
ling declaration: 

“G. J. Griffith is a perjurer and a 
liar. He is not only these, but is, as 
well, an unmitigated ass!” 

The courtroom was crowded when 
Mr. Meserve arose and began his last 
plea in behalf of his client. Astonish- 
ment was written upon the face of 
every one present. But this opening 
declaration afforded not the only sur- 
prise. .Attorney Meserve grew more 
and more vigorous and emphatic as he 
proceeded in his argument, and time 
and again he indulged in bitter char- 
acterizations and biting sarcasm in his 
references to Mr. Griffith and his testi- 
mony at the trial just closed and at 
the preliminary examination. 

“I do not ask you to take my state- 
ment to convince you that Griffith is 
a perjurer. He has proven this fact 
himself—out o* his own mouth,” Mr. 
Meserve continued. ‘“I cannot say 
that Griffith proved himself to be a 
fool while he was testifying in this 
courtroom. I chink it would be un- 
just to charge him with having done 
that, because he was born that way 
and should not be held responsible. 
He.will remain such until God Al- 
mighty removes him from this earth 
and calls him te an accounting. I hope 
that the scene of his taking off, when 
the judgment cay finally arrives, will 
be less tragic -han that said to have 
been enacted by Bird in his alleged at- 
tempt at the Canary Cottage. 

“The Almigh:y must have had a 
grudge against somebody and avenged 
it by engrafting a seed of folly in this 
man Griffith at his birth. It would 
be but charitable, in allusions to 
Griffith and his testimony, to announce 
the conviction that a cog is missing— 
his mental.machinery got out of or- 
der. As long as the wheels worked in 
unison, with th2 requirements of the 
prosecuting attcrney, it was all right. 
Whenever a cog was slipped, how- 
ever, Griffith tried to square things by 
grinding out a falsehood. 

‘He denied on the stand that Teller 
Hammond of the First ‘National Bank 
ever went to his office and examined 
many of the checks produced here in 
evidence. Mr. Hammond afterwards 
testified that he did go to Griffith’s of- 
fice and that he went there to ex- 
amine the checks upon Griffith’s re- 
quest. Thus we have two statements, 
made under oath, which are diamet- 
rically opposed to each other. Why 
didn’t the prosecution, under these cir- 
cumstances, call Mr. Knight, Griffith’s 
secretary, who was present at the 
time the examination was made, and 
remove all doubt in the matter? 

“I'll tell you why. Knight wasn’t 
their kind of a witness, that’s why. 
Knight said distinctly the other day, 
when questioned concerning his know!- 
edge of the matter by one of the at- 
torneys for the prosecution, that if 
he were placed upon the _ stand he 
would be compelied to testify that 
Hammond told the truth and that 
Griffith lied.” > 

Mr. Meserve then directed his re- 
marks to the checks in evidence—about 
two hundred in ali—explaining the de- 
tails concerning their issuance and 
presentation. He said Mr. Griffith had 
refused to produce more than thirty- 
eight of the checks at the preliminary 
examination, and that they had been 
selected from those in his office with a 
view to getting only such as showed 
the greatest dissimilarity in their sig- 
natures to those alleged to have been 


forged. 
“Mr. Griffith has testified that he 
knew the $200 check dated August 19 


to be a forgery, as he had not drawna 
check on the First National Bank since 
August 7, and had drawn no checks 
upon any bank On the 19th. We have 
forced him to swallow his own words 
by introducing two checks dated Au- 
gust 19, the signatures to which he 
admitted to be genuine. One of the 
checks was made out in favor of a lo- 
cal piano firm from whom he had pur- 
chased a piano. When we brought 
forth this check Mr. Griffith said he 
had drawn it hiniself, but that he had 
forgotten all about it. Startling, this! 
A man buys a piano for his wife and 
pays for it and then tries to make us 
believe that the circumstance was of 


so trifling a nature that he had forgot-. 


ten when the transaction took place. 

“But, returning to the signatures. 
Every sane man will admit that there 
is a certain personality in every signa- 
ture which cannot be easily explained. 
I recognize it in mine, you recognize 
it in yours, Griffith recognizes it in his, 
and would admit it if he were honest 
and had not in view the hope of ob- 
taining $1200 from the bank as his re- 


ward. 

Sir. Meserve had made frequent at- 
tacks upon the water pitcher and 
deemed it fitting that an apology he 
made to the jury for breaking his ar- 
gument so often, explaining that he 
was suffering from a very bad cold 
and his throat was irritated by the 
exertion necessary in making his argu- 
ment.

Meserve had square’ himself for a 
response wnen Judge Smith interrupted 
the proceedings by admonishing the 
belligerent attorneys not to indulge in 
family quarrels. 

“Well, your honor, knowing Mr. Wil- 
liams ag I do, I believe your admonition 
to be entirely appropriate. I—’’ 

“Go on with your windmill,” Wil- 
liams broke in and, with a sarcastic 
smile, Meserve resumed his remarks to 
the jury. ‘ 

“Mr. Griffith exposed his hand in this 
case when the action against Bird was 
brought,” resumed Meserve. “He was 
too much of a coward to swear to the 
complaint and induced one of his hire- 
lings to do that for him. Why? He 
didn’t want to take the chances of 
incurring any responsibility. He knew 
that he was treading upon unsteady 
and dangerous ground when he openly 
charged Bird with having robbed him 
and declined to finsh the job by swear- 
ing to the complaint. His hireling

Bassett has a prior 
conviction charged up to him. In fact 
the Burns robbery was committed 
while he was out on parole. 

The case will probably be submitted 
to the jury this afternoon.

One of the skulking and pettifog- 
wing expedients resorted to by the 
Secretary of War to provide himself 
with some shadow of an excuse for 
neglecting to proceed with work on 
the San Pedro Harbor was his appeal 
to the Judge-Advocate-General of the 
army for an opinion as to whether the 
act of Congress providing for the con- 
struction of the harbor carried with it 
an appropriation. The Judge-Advo- 
cate-General is said to have expressed 
the opinion that no money was ap- 
propriated for the work, and this 
opinion is said to have “convinced”’ 
Gen. Alger that he could not legally 


‘proceed with the work! 


What reason, what excuse, can Gen. 
‘Alger offer for asking the opinion or 
advice of the Judge-Advocate-General 
of the army in this matter? The 
duties of that official are military, not 
civil; they are to review the findings 
of courts martial, and to decide other 
of courts-martial, and to decide «other 
law and army matters. The construc- 
tion of the San Pedro Harbor, though 
under the direction of the War De- 
partment, is a matter which in no 
sense pertains to the military estab- 
lishment. It belongs to the ‘civil 
rather than to the military depart- 
ment of the government. It is a com- 
mercial project, pure and simple. If 
the Secretary of War desired further 


- {nformation on any points covered by 


the act, he should have consulted the 
Attorney-General. not the Judge-Ad- 
vocate-General. By so doing he could 
have secured the desired information 
from an. authoritative source, 
But authentic information and a 
legal opinion from the Attorney-Gen- 
eral was not what Gen. Alger wanted. 
Upon another occasion, as will be re- 
membered, he consulted the Attorney- 
General in connection with the San 
Pedro Harbor matter, and got infor- 
mation of a kind which he was not 
seeking, to the effect that there were 
no obstacles to his proceeding with 
the harbor work. A second applica- 
tion to the Attorney-General wotld 
undoubtedly have brought forth an 
opinion which would have swept away 
all of the Secretary’s quibbles in a 
bunch. This was evidently what he 
feared, hence his application to one 
of his own subordinates, the Judge- 
‘Advocate-General of the army, from 
whom, perhaps, he knew he could ob- 
tain such an “opinion” as he desired. 
The maneuverings of this small- 
calibered, misfit Cabinet officer to 
evade the plain and simple provisions 
of an act of Congress are not only con- 
temptible, but in a moral sense (if not 
in a legal sense) they are criminal. 
‘By his course in this affair he has 
placed upon his judgment, if not upon 
his character, an effaceable stain. 
He has cast reproach upon the na- 
tional administration, and has brought 
funjust and needless criticism upon 
the President himself. 
| The absolute untenableness of Sec- 
retary Alger’s position is shown by 
the numerous and puerile excuses 
»which he has offered from~-time~ to 
time for his neglect to execute the 
Jaw. At first he professed to be 
anxious and fully determined to pro- 
ceed with the work at the earliest 
practicable date. He gave personal 
assurances to that effect to citizens of 
Los Angeles who called upon him in 
(Washington. Next came the surpris- 
ing information that he was in doubt 
#8 to the meaning of the law. He was 
unable to decide whether the money 
Was to be expended on the outer or 
the inner harbor, or both—on “a har- 
bor for commerce and of refuge,” 
which one, if either—one or both, 
neither or which. A Senate resolu- 
tion, introduced by Senator White, 
made this matter clear (if it had been 
in doubt,) and instructed the Secre- 
tary to proceed with the work as pro- 
vided in the law. Alger’s next quibble 
‘was to the effect that concurrent ac- 
tion by both houses of Congress was 
necessary to define his duties in the 
premises. Then he abandoned that

Next came the puerile and silly con- 
tention that no money had been ap- 
propriated to pay for advertising for 
bids! This objection was promptly 
met by the offer of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce, supplemented 
by a like offer from the Merchants’ 
Association—both of which are thor- 
oughly responsible and representative 
organizations—to guarantee the pay- 
ment in full of all advertising bills, 
without asking the government for a 
cent in repayment. These offers were 
met with a flat refusal. They put®Mr. 
Alger in. a position where no. further 
quibble would avail. The game was 
treed at last. 

All this is pitiable, humiliating, and 
at the same time inexpressibly exas- 
porating. Again and again have the 
people, through their accredited rep- 
resentatives, won this harbor fight 
against the grasping greed of an un- 
Scrypulous and dangerous foe.. Again 
and again have they been robbed of 
the fruits of victory, even in the hour 
of triumph. It is time for this trifling 
to cease, It is time for the question 
to be determined, decisively and 
finally, whether Russell R. Alger of 
Michigan, Secretary of War in the 
Cabinet of the President of the United 
States, is either directly or obliquely 
in the service of Collis P. Huntington 
and his henchmen, official and other- 
wise, and whether these people and 
their influence are greater and 
stronger than the government of the 
United States. The people of South- 
ern California are good fighters, and 
they will stay in this fight to the last 
extremity. The Old Guard is in it to 
win, and will certainly win in the 
end.

TOO HORRIBLE FOR BiLIEF. 

The reports constantly received 
from Cuba as to the effects of Wey- 
ler’s alleged campaign of starvation 
seem incredible. They tell of a 
scheme of diabolism so damnable, so 
superlative, that it is not conceivable 
that any human being in touch with 
nineteenth-century civilization could 
be guilty of it. To be sure, these ac- 
counts come with much particularity 
of detail. But we have had so many 
false reports of the situation in Cuba, 
on the one side or the other, that we 
are warranted in distrusting all ad- 
vices unless they come through 
strictly official sources. 

According to the latest reports, the 
régime instituted by Weyler contem- 
plated ana carried into actual execu- 
tion a deliberate plan for the exter- 
mination of the entire population of 
the rural districts in those parts of 


ple of the country districts were 
forced at the point of the bayonet to 
leave their homes and concentrate in 
the cities and villages. No provision 
was made, it is alleged, for their main- 
tenance, and escape was made impos- 
sible by the severity of the military 
surveillance, to which the “reconcen- 
trados” were subjected. Thus, ac- 
cording to the oft-repeated statements 
which have reached the public, chiefly 
through the medium of dispatches to 
the eastern papers, the wretched in- 
habitants of Western Cuba have died 
of starvation and disease by thou- 
sands and tens of thousands. The 
published statistics of mortality are 
too stupendous, too terrible, for be- 
lief. The civilized world will be slow 
to accept these revolting details as 
truth without verification. 
There is one way in which the facts 
can be ascertained, and in this way 
they will doubtless be brought to 
light in due course of time. The 
United States has in the person of 
Consul-General Lee a trustworthy and 
able representative at Havana. He 
has just returned to his post in the 
Cuban capital, and if the situation is 
as bad as has been reported, he will 
certainly lose no time in acquainting 
the Washington government with the 
facts in detail, The information com- 


erly form the: basis for action by the 
United States. 

If the facts should prove to be as 
reported—if the Spanish have in truth 
declared a war of extermination, by 
starvation, against the Cubans—it is 
not only the duty of the government 
of the United States to intervene, but 
all civilized nations on the globe 
should join in the act of intervention. 
The tales of Turkish cruelty in Ar- 
menia shrink into insignificance in 
comparison with the stories of Spanish 
diabolism in Cuba. If these horrible 
‘scenes have been enacted and are 
still being enacted almost within sight 
of our free shores, it is our duty as a 
nation to interfere, in the cause of hu- 
manity and civilization, whether any 
other nation on earth joins hands 
with us or not. 

But it is to be hoped, for the sake 
of the good name of humanity, that 
the terrible stories which have come 
from Cuba of late may prove to be 
gross exaggerations. If so, they have 
doubtless been sent out at an oppor- 
tune time for effect upon the Congress 
of the United States, which is about to 
assemble, and for their effect upon the 
American people at large. At all 
events, the government should require 
from Consul-General Lee a prompt re- 
port upon the situation, and upon the 
receipt of such report should take such 
action as the situation demands.

AXTELL’S ADVICE. TO BLACK- 
MAILED TEACHERS. 


Poor, Adams, Axtell and Brother 
Pitman Seemed to Understand 
the Game. 


AXTELL’S COMMENT UPON SOME OF 
ADAMS’S METHODS, 


A. 


Prof. Bonebrake Tells of the At- 
tempt to Hold Him Up—MclIn- 
erny’s Lucid Contributions 
to the Investigation, 


The investigation of the school-board 
scandal, conducted under the auspices 
of the Better City Government League, 
was commenced last evening. A 
marked change had come over the 
members of the board, who have hith- 


erto been blocking the proceedings by 


all the means in their power. Obviously 
they have at length awakened to the 
fact that the public demand for a full 
and complete exposure of the rotten- 
ness that has existed is not, to be de- 
nied. Each of the obstructionists is 
now only eager to save himself by a 
show of zeal in aiding the investiga- 
tion. Each displays an edifying wil- 
lingness to expose the devious devices 
of his fellow-conspirators. 

The only witness examined was Prof. 


P. O. Bonebrake, who gave a circum- |. 


stantial account of an attempt to ex- 
tort money from him just before the 
election of teachers in June. According 
to his testimony, he was ‘first ap- 
proached a few days before the elec- 
tion by Adams, who said that Bone- 
brake’s name was on the blacklist, and 
advised him to see Axtell. In an in- 
terview which followed with Axtell the 
latter informed Bonebrake that the 
price of his re#lection would be $120, 
and that the money could be paid to 
Pitman. Bonebrake did not pay the 
money, however. 

A feature of the testimony was 4 
statement by the witness that he had 
heard McInerny’s name mentioned 
one: of the school-board conspirators. 
This brought out a cross-examination 
by McInerny, who wore an air of ex- 
treme indignation at this imputation 
upon his character. 

Both Axtell and Adams were present 
and both were represented by attor- 
neys. Frank F. Davis appeared for 
Axtell and to judge from the manner 
in which he conducted the cross-ex- 
amination, he secms to believe his cii- 


ent guilty. Adams was represented by 


Judge Gottschalk. 

T,. E. Gibbon conducted the examina- 
tion in chief, as the representative of 
the Better City Government League. 

Dr. Mathis was a few minutes late 
so that Poor acted as chairman. All 
of the members of the board were 
present except Bartlett, who was said 
to be still absent from the city. 

On motion, the chair sppointed Davis, 
Webb and Conrey as a committee to 
secure a aditable placé in which 
to conduct the investigation, the Coun- 
cil chamber at the City Hall being sug- 
gested as the most desirable. | 

Poor asked whether any other organ- 
ization than the Better City Govern- 
ment League would take part in the 
‘examination of witnesses, and Charles 
E. Walk, Esq., stated that ie was 
present as the representative of the 
League for Pure City Government. 

Frank Davis asked that an adjourn- 
ment be taken till Saturday or Mon- 
day, as he had not familiarized himself 
with the charges. This was voted down 
by the board. 

Some debate ensued between the at- 

torneys as to the methods of proce- 
dure to be followed, but Poor said that 
full latitude would be allowed in the 
examination of witnesses, and that 
the board had nothing to conceal. He 
declared that any crookedness that had 
existed must be ferreted out, no mat- 
ter whom it involved. 
PROF. BONEBRAKE’S TESTIMONY. 
- Prof. Bonebrake was then sworn, and 
Mr. Gibbon began the examination. 
The witness stated that he had ben 
principal of the Hellman-street school 
since February, 1895. Shortly before 
the election of teachers last June, ke 
met Adams and asked him how things 
were going. “All right, but they are 
a little mixed in some cases,” replied 
Adams. Witness then asked about his 
own case. Adams replied that it was a 
little questionable and that he had bet- 
ter consult Poor, the member from wit- 
ness’s ward. When witness called on 
Poor, he was informed that his posi- 
tion was wanted for another man. 

“IT asked him why,” testified Prof. 
Bonebrake. “I asked him whether it 
was because of incompetency. He said 
‘no, but the place was wanted for 
some one else,’ and he referred me 
back to Adams, giving me to under- 
stand that Adams was well informed. 

THE *BLACKLIST. 

“T met Adams the next day and 
told him what Poor said. He replied 
that there was a blacklist on which 
were the names of thirteen of the prin- 
cipals of schools, and that my name 
was on the list. He said there was 
one way in which I could secure my re- 
appointment and that I had better see 
Axtell,- who was ‘well informed as to 
the doings of this, as well as previous 
boards.’ 

“VERY, VERY INDISCREDPT.” 

“Axtell called the next day and I told 
him what Adams had said. He said 
‘Adams is very indiscreet: very, very 
indiscreet.’ ”’ 

The witness then related the sub- 
stance of his conversation with Axtell. 
The latter said there was a way for 
the witness to secure a position and 
that the principalship of the Sentous- 
street school would be vacant. This is 
the school of which Prof. T. J. Phil- 
lips was then principal, and he was one 
of those upon whom an attempt at 
blackmail was made. Witness asked 
Axtell if he could retain his position 
only by the payment of money. Axtell 
replied that that was the only way,and 
that “it, would take $120.” 

PAY IT TO BROTHER PITMAN. 

“T asked him if the money should 
be paid to him,” pursued Prof. Bone- 
brake. “He replied, ‘By no means;’ 


that it. must be paid to some third . 


party. He preferred that it should be 
paid to Mr, Pitman. Axtell said that 
he was not doing this for himself. and 
that he was acting as my friend in 
the matter. This conversation took 
place on Friday preceding the day of 
the election of teachers. He said the 
money must be handed over by the 
next evening. My salary for one month 
was $120, the sum demanded. I was 

ven to understand that it would,take 

140 to get the Sentous-street school. 
That would be One month’s salary for 
tha® position.” 

OTHER VICTIMS. 

The witness said that he heard Mark 
Keppel, principal of the Harper-street 
school, and T. J. Phillips, principal of 
the Sentous-street school, say that 
they had been approached by Axtell 
with demands similar to that made 
upon him. He had since heard Prof. 


Emory say that he was approached 
and he believed Mr. Rowell had also 
spoken of an attetnpt to levy upon 


im, 

The witness said he never paid any 
money to Axtell nor did he at any 
time intend to do aso. He went to 
Webb and Bartlett, of the Teachers’ 
Committee. Webb told him that he 
was all right and woul@ be rean- 
pointed. After the talk with Axtell in 
which the demand for $120 was made, 
witness had an interview with Pit- 
man, Witness told Pitman that he

IN CUSTODY, 


Constable Tryce of Ventura Found 
ims Out Through Newspaper

ENGINEER DEPARTMENT. 

In the comprehensive report of Gen. 
John M. Wilson, Chief of Engineers 
the following, which is significant as 
bearing on the San Pedro Harbor 
quéstion, is found: 

“Since the last report was submitted 


_ appropriations for rivers and harbors 


have been made by the Sundry Civi) 


that an increase of cadets at 


Act of June 4, 1897, and the Deficiency 
Act of July 19, 1897, the former_provid- 
ing $19,121,412.91 and the latter $1,211,000 
for the fiscal years ending June 30, 
1897 and 1898. The total estimate sub- 
mitted for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1899, for continuous work author. 
ized by Congress and by the Secretary 
of War is $18,098,007.56. None of this 
amount has yet been expended, but, as 
permitted by law, a portion of it has 
possibly been earned by contractors in 
advance of its appropriation. The items 
making up this amount are such as 
Congress has authorized to be expended 
during. the year ending June 30, 1899, 
at the various localities for which con- 
tinuing work is authorized, and Con- 
gress has virtually pledged itself to 
provide the amounts for which requisi- 
tion is made. 

“In addition to the estimate sub- 
mitted for work under continuing con- 
tracts, an estimate is presented for the 
construction and maintenance of works 
which have been authorized by Con- 
gress, but not provided for by such 
continuing contracts, amounting to 
$30,630,153. The items making up this 
amount are those presented for the va- 
rious works by the engineer officers in 
local charge as the amounts that should 
be appropriated, under the law requir- 
ing that the amount shall be stated 
Which can be profitably expended in 
carrying on the projects adopted by 
Congress, during the tiscal year ending 
June 30, 1899. The use of the estimates 
of the local officers in making up this 
total is in accordance with your in- 
structions, and the estimates are sub- 
mitted in accordance with the require- 
ments of sections 2 of the River and 
Harbor acts of 1866 and 1867, and the 
Sundry Civil Act of June 4, 1897, which 
provide: 

“ “And it shall be the duty of the 
said Secretary. - and he shall ac- 
company said report with a statement 
of the amount and date of all former 
appropriations for each work, and a 
full estimate for its entire and perma- 
nent completion, with the amount that 
can be profitably expended in the next 
fiscal year. (Act of June 23, 
1866, and repeated in act of March 2, 
1867.) . And hereafter the Secre- 
tary of War shall annually submit es- 
timates in detail for river and harbor 
improvements required for the ensuing 
fiscal year to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, to be included in, and car- 
ried into the sum total of, the Book of 
iis (Sundry Civil Act of June 
i. 

“The act of June 3, 1896, authorized 
the Secretary of War to enter into 
contract for the completion of a num- 
ber of works, and contracts have al- 
ready been made, or the required pre- 
liminary steps to that end have been 
authorized, excepting in two instances, 
as follows: Improving Yaquina Bay, 
Oregon, continuing improvement, $26,- 
000; continuous contracts authorized 
at cost not to exceed $1,000,000; improv- 
ing mouth of Yazoo River and Harbor 
at Vicksburg, Miss.; continuous con- 
= authorized not to exceed $860,- 


SAN PEDRO HARBOR. 

“The act of June 3, 1896, provided for 
the appointment of a board to examine 
and report as to location for a deep- 
water harbor -for commerce and of 
refuge at Port Los Angeles, in Santa 
Monica Bay, or at San Pedro, Cal. fhis 
board was duly constituted, and its re- 
port, submitted to Congress, was 
printed in Senate Doc. No. 18, Ffty- 
fifth Congress, first session. The board 
reported in favor of locating the harbor 
at San Pedro, and the Secretary of 
War, under the terms of the act, has 
given instructions for action prelimi- 
nary to the publishing of advertise- 
~ inviting bids for the work.”’ 

ecretary Alger, in discussin 
Chief of Engineers’ report, avoids ‘alt 
reference to San Pedro. Of the work 
ef the curps, he says: ““rne time seems 
to have arrived when an increase in 
the number of officers and enlisted 
men of that corps is indispensable. 
The immense work intrusted to a few 
men is Overtaxing, and it is believed a 
great saving of money in securing ef- 
ficient and thorough work by contract- 
ors in fulfillment of their contracts 
would be effected by detailing a young 
officer to remain on each work under 
construction or improvement to. see 
that day by day all material as pur- 
chased, both in quality and quantity, 
and according to specifications, is fur- 
nished. It is absolutely impossible for 
one man, having a large number of 
works a long distance apart, to con- 
stantly supervise the construction of 
improvements in his charge. This is 
one special reason why it is believed 
West 
Point will be beneficial, as more than 
formerly can be assigned to the en- 
gineer corps and profitably employed.” 
SIGNAL SERVICE. 

The experiment of detailing signal 
detachments for duty with troops in 
the field, having proved successful, will 
be extended as needed. The Chief Sig- 
nal Officer, in continuance of experi- 
mental work with military balloons, 
asks an appropriation of $10,000 for the 
purpose. The Secretary commends it, 
as also the estimate of $20,000 for ca- 
ble systems for the harbors of New 
York, Boston and San Francisco. 

WAR RECORDS. 

The work of carding the rolls of the 
revolutionary war and the war of 
1812 has devolved much _ additional 
labor upon the Record and Pension Of- 
fice, as has also the compilation of the 
records of the revolutionary war, 
under the provisions of the act of 
August 16, 1894. The Secretary of War 
says it is gratifying that, notwith- 
standing this labor, the current work of 
the office has been fully kept up, thus 
attesting the excellence of the system 
observed in that office. The report of 
the War Records Office affords the in- 
telligence that with the close of the 
present fiscal year the entire series of 
records relating directly to battles and. 
campaigns will have been printed and 
distributed. It is recommended that 
authority be granted to distribute the 
incomplete sets of the. work, of which 
there are about sixty thousand volumes 
now stored in the department, occupy- 
ing space much needed for other pur- 
poses, 

Secretary Alger says that as yet no 
provision has been made for the erec- 
tion of a statue to Gen. Grant, and he 
renews the recommendation of his pred- 
ecessor, that Congress make pro 
vision for the erection of a _ suitabt 
statue or memorial to. “that illustrious 
officer.”’

ABBOTT AGAIN. 


THIS TIME FRED SULLIVAN TRIES 
TO SHOOT HIM. 


Saloon Row in Which George Abbott, 
Whose Life Was Attempted Last 
Week by His Younger Brother, 
Narrowly ‘Escapes a Bullet. 


George Abbott seems to be as hard 
to hit as a clay pigeon. His younger 
brother, Frank, is awaiting the deci- 
sion of Justice Morrison in his exami- 
nation on a charge of assault to mur- 
der, for firing two shots from a re- 
volver at George a week ago. Sunday 
night a young man named Fred Sulli- 
van took a shot at George at close 
quarters, but again he escaped without 
a scratch. 

The shooting Sunday night occurred 
in the Cunningham saloon at the cor- 
ner of Commercial and Los Angeles 
Streets. Fred Sullivan and Jack 
Trainor were standing before the bar, 
drinking, when George Abbott en- 
tered. With an imprecation, he de- 
manded to know why they drank with- 
out him. Sullivan then quietly asked 
Abbott to have something to drink, 
and that young man promptly got out- 
Side of a glassful of whiskey. Then he 
turned to Sullivan with the remark 
that he could whip him in a square 
fight in a remarkably short time. Sul- 
livan acquiesced but said he _ didn’t 
want to fight. The pugilistically-in- 
clined Abbott then struck the peace- 
ful Sullivan. Trainor started after Ab- 
bott with a cane, but the bartender 
happened around the corner of the bar 
just in time to have the heavy stick 
descend upon his head. Pandemonium 
reigned, and in the turmoil Abbott is 
said to have reached for his revolver. 
Sullivan jumned behind the bar and 
seized a revolver which was lying on 
a shelf. Before Abbott could get his 
gun out, Sullivan fired, but the bullet 
passed to the right of his head, 
through a pane of glass in the win- 
dow, and buried itself in the Cohen 
building on the opposite corner of the 
Street. Abbott ran away. and no ar- 
rests were made. The shooting oc- 
curred at about 11 o’clock at night, 
which is a fortunate circumstance, as a 
38-caliber bullet careening around in 
the street at an earlier hour might 
have killed some unfortunate passerby. 


BOXERS’ NIGHT. 


Parker Knocks Elmer Out in Less 
Than Two Rounds. ; 

A boxing exhibition was given last 
night by the Athletie Club. Theat- 
tendance was not very large. Fake 
managers and fake fighters can get big 
crowds into a hall, swindle them to a 
finish and get enough money to tempt 
somebody in the scheme to skip with 
the receipts, but when a reputable club 
gives an honest exhibition the crowd 
is conspicuous by its absence. Lack of 
sufficient advertising, however, may ac- 
count in some degree for the many 
empty seats in the gymnasium last 
night. 

The preliminary events last night af- 
forded more entertainment than _ the 
main event. S. Brown and R. Seelan- 
der gave a good exhibition of catch-as- 
catch-can wrestling. Brown won the 
first fall in 7m. 40s., and Seelander 
won the second in 5m. 47s. 

Bob Thompson, a colored fighter, and 
Phil Green boxed or slugged ten rounds. 
Thompson is a rusher anda clever 
dodger. Green is a new hand in the 
ring, but a match in all but strength 
for boxers of the Thompson class. He 
Knocked Tnompsvn daown several times 
and punished him perceptibly, but in 
the hard rallies Thompson’s superior 
strength told. The boxing was not 
scientific. It was slugging, pure and 
simple. Thompson got the decision, al- 
though honors seemed to be pretty 
nearly even, and he raised a laugh by 
announcing that he considered Green 
“very promising.’”’ 

Graham and Porter, the club  ban- 
tams, boxed four rounds for the club 
trophy. Their work was clean, skill- 
ful and fast. The bout was a draw, 
and the club will be obliged to give 
two medals. 

The main event was announced to be 
a fifteen-round contest between Kid 
Parker and Billy Elmer, welter- 
weights, for a purse of $500. It lasted 
less than two rounds. At the start El- 
mer seemed to be the straighter hitter 
and cleaner boxer, and had he been a 
ring general and a fighter he should 
have won the battle. Parker adopted 
unfair tactics from the start, and in 
the first clinch jammed the heel of his 
glove into Elmer's face and pressed his 
head back in spite of the _ referee's 
commands to break. Parker “roughed” 
it at every opportunity. He is not a 
clever boxer, but is a bulldog rusher, 
depending upon 
slugging in a mix-up. Elmer was not 
general enough to hold him off, but al- 
lowed him toget into close quarters, and 
that was disastrous to Elmer. Parker 
knocked Elmer down twice in the first 
round, and only the call of time saved 
the actor-pugilist. The second round 
was brief and torrid. Elmer. went 
down twice, and the second time he 
was too slow in arising from his knees 
to his feet and was declared out just as 
he straightened out his leg to get up. 
He looked surprised and grieved, but 
it was just as well for him that the 
timekeeper was unusually prompt, for 
he would have been laid out cold in an- 
other round.

If the efforts of the State 
Board of Trade terminate successfully, 
California will be. represented at the 
Paris Exposition in 1900 by an exhibit 
that will attract the attention of 
world.

GENERAL EASTERN MARKETS. 


Grain and Produce.

CHICAGO, Nov. 23.—It needed constant ef- 
fort on the part of pit traders to keep any 
life in the wheat trade, and business was se]- 
dom smaller than it ruled today. The market 
showed some degree of activity at the opening. 
Liverpool opened 144d higher for Liverpool 
“wheat, and %d up for futures. Private cabies 
explained that the Liverpool strength was 
on repofts of Argentine crop damage. Still 
other cable messages said the English 
strength was due to increased milling demand, 
buying of cargoes by the continent and Ar- 
gentine rumors. The Liverpool close was 
posted at %d to l%d higher. In fact, the 
cables were so very stiff that the trade dis- 
credited the strength claimed, and talk of 
manipulation from this side found believers. 
The Liverpool opening strength, however. 
was responsible for the advance at the start 
here. May, which closed here at 90%c, opened 
at from 91% to 91%, a gain of 1%%c, and De- 
cember showed a similar advance. The 
Northwestern receipts were, however, too 
heavy to permit the development of any en- 
thusiasm on account of the reduction in Ar- 
gentine prospects. Minneapolis and Duluth 
received lov6 cars, against 1473 a week ago, 
but compared with 562 the corresponding day 
of the year before. The net effect of the news 
was to make sellers scarce, and prevented also 
the disposal of any great quantity of long 
wheat at the advance. Fresh buyers at the 
improvement were also scarce. Infrequent 
fluctuations within narrow range was a con- 
sequence of the mutual timidity of buyers 
and sellers. The export clearances of wheat 
and flour were equal to 600,000 bushels. Brad- 
street's visible supply statement reported an 
increase in this country, east of the Rockies, 
of 626,000 bushels, and an increase in afloat 
for Europe of 2,600,000 bushels, a total addi- 
tion to the world’s stock of 3,296,000 bushels. 
The acceptance of thirteen boatloads of sam- 
ple spring wheat offered by a local firm to 
Liverpool the night before was reported early 
in the day, and five boatloads in addition were 
sold for shipment later. New York reported a 
fair export inquiry, and twenty-two boatloads 
were worked for export there, and reported 
half an hour from the close. The fly in the 
ointment of the bull situation was as before— 
the heavy Northwestern receipts. At the 
primary western markets 1,126,000 bushels 
came to hand, compared with only 467,000 
bushels the corresponding day of last year. 
May sold down to 90% during tne morning, 
but slowly recovered and closed firm at 91\e. 
Corn was dull and without particular inter- 
est. Elevator people sold and prices suffered 
a little at times, though showing hardly any 
change at the close. ‘Outside of a moderate 
amount of changing over of December, there 
was little done in oats. This depressed the 
former pr’ce and held the latter steady. A 
very light business was done in provisions. 
Heavy receipts of hogs here and at western 
points gave the market a downward tendency 
at the opening, and the market inclined that

CHINO.. 
Farmers Ordered to Assort Their 
Beets—Bad Outlook, . 


CHINO, Nov. 23.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] There has been posted at the sugar 
factory a notice ordering beet-growers to as- 
sort the beets before delivering them to the 
factory, throwing out damaged ones. This is 
due to the fact that the beets are depreciating 
in value rapidly. ey are every day becom- 
ing more wilted, and it is being found so 
difficult to work the wilted beets that the 
work is impeded, It will take until Christmas 
to complete the run if all the beets are 
worked, which is by no means certain now. 
The growers claim that their beets have de- 
peomies 20 per cent. in weight since taken 
rom the ground, and this order to assort the 
beets means that the loss on the farmers 
will be still heavier if complied with. The 
farmers, however, are in rebellion against 
this erder, and, as near as can be learned, 
it is being very generally ignored. In fact, 
the farmers are talking of seeking their 
rights through litigation if any part of the 
crop €0es to complete waste, as now seems 
probable. Under the contracts with the fac- 
tory the farmers agree only to plant and 
cultivate their crops under instructions from 
the factory. Every farmer prepares his 
ground, plants the seed and cultivates the 
beets under as complete instructions. as 
though he had no interest in the returns. In 
return for this the factory agrees to accept 
the beets during the beet season, reserving

the right.to reject any diseased beets or beets 
falling below 4 certain statndard. Hereto- 


| fore the campaign at the factory has closed 


before November 1, and the farmers claim 
that their beets should have been accepted b

BE REDISTRICTED. 


Mayor Reed Gone East—Chamber of 
Commerce Organizing to Secure 


a Railroad—Suit for Damages. | 


Killed by Falling Down av Shaft, 


SAN DIEGO, Nov. 23. — (Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Both branches of the City Coun- 
cil met Monday evening, and there were but 
few absentees in either house. Considerable 
interest was centéred in the meeting from the 
fact that the matter of lighting the city for 
the next year, beginning April 1, 1898, was to 
be taken up.

VENTURA, Nov. 22.—[Reguiar Correspond- 
ence.] The grading of the roadbed for the 
Ventura and Ojai Valley Railroad is rapidly 
nearing completion. There are two gangs 
working, one near the Ojai and the other 
on the outskirts of Ventura. Grant Bros., 
the contractors, stated that the grading at 
this end would be finished by the 25th inst., 
and that the entire roadbed would be graded 
by December 25. 

A lumber vessel is expected to arrive daily 
with bridge material, and- immediately upon 
its arrival bridge construction will com- 
mence. Within two weeks Grant Bros. will 
commence laying track, and will lay at: the 
rate of one-half mile per day at the start. Ar- 
rangements have already been made with the 
Southern Pacific Company to furnish that 
amount of material per day. An engine and 
working crew will arrive December 1.

Exciting Time on the Ohio River. 
All Passengers Saved. 
[ASSUCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.]}

Weather Bureau of the United States, 
Department of Agriculture, climate 
and crop bulletin for Southern Cali- 
fornia for the week~ending November 
22, 1897: 

Cool mornings prevailed the first two 
days of the week, with frosts in ex- 
yposed places; the frosts were quite 
heavy in the mountain districts, but 
in the coast sections they were gen- 
erally light. No damage resulted from 
the frosts. The middle of the week 
was very warm, with dessiccating land 
winds, which rapidly dried out the 
ground. Rain is badly needed in all 
sections as the soil is getting too dry 
for plowing and seeding and pasture 
is drying up. The dry weather retards 
setting of berries, besides delaying the 
planting of root crops and necessitates 
irrigation of orchards. The warm, dry 
weather hastens the ripening or or- 
anges, many of which have heen 
picked and sent off for the holiday 
trade. 

Los Angeles city: Cool mornings first 
two days, with light frost in low 
places on 16th. Very warm middle of 
week, with drying northerly winds. But 
a trace of rain has fallen so far this 
month, causing a deficiency of nearly 
an inch for the month.

A SICK MOTHER-IN-LAW. 


CAUSED GEORGE B. SMITH TO GO 
OUT OF BUSINESS. 


Wherefore His Creditors Say Un- 
kind Things and Endeavor to 
Seize the Furnishings of Smith’s 
Tonsorial Establishment, 


The man who would cease toil and 
close shop out of respect for his sick 
mother-in-law has been heard of at 
last. but coupled with that discovery 
is his disappearance, which is causing 
his creditors much worry. 

The man with such unusual respect 
for his wife’s mother is George B. 
Smith, who prior to Sunday. last con- 
ducted a barber shop at No. 226 East 
Fifth street. The shop is still there 
with all its contents, but customers 
find this legend pinned on the door: 

“This shop will be closed till next 
Friday, because my wife's mother is 
very sick and not expected to recover. 

[Signed] “G. B. SMITH.” 

Smith's wife’s mother lives in Kan- 
sas, and it may be that Smith ana 


her in her dying moments. Be that as 
it may, the fact remains that they are 
not in Los Angeles, and there are 
some people who are unfeeling enough 
to say that they will never come back 
and that their hurried ‘departure was 
premeditated and done to defraud 
creditors. 

One of the creditors, Watts Clarke, 
of the Frisco market, has not hesitated 
to put his belief in the form of an 
affidavit, which is filed in Justice Mor- 
rison’s court as part of the papers in 
attachment proceedings. 

At the instance of Mr. Clarke, 
Deputy Constable Brakesuhler yester- 
day attached a small quantity of cigars 
and tobacco and a clock in’ Smith’s 
barber shop. He would have attached 
more, but found that the chairs, bath- 
tubs, etc., were covered by a chattel 
mortgage. 

Clarke’s claim is for only $10, but 
the manner in which Smith became 
indebted to him and others is what 
makes Clarke and the rest of the cred- 
itors suspicious of Smith’s motives. - 

Clarke’s business place adjoins the 
barber shop.. Last Friday evening 
Smith called on Clarke and asked him 
for the loan of $15. Clarke got out his 
check book and asked !f $5 was 
enough. “Well, you might as well 
make it ten, while you are at it,” re- 
plied Smith. Clarke, out of neigh- 
borly kindness, handed him a check 
for $10 without asking any questions. 

Smith then went to Mrs. Lampson’s 
confectionery, adjoining his shop on 
the other side, and borrowed $5 from 
her. Then he went to Mr. Dowd’s gro- 
cery store and asked for $10, but got 
only $. At Rafferty’s fruit stand far- 
ther down the street he borrowed $5 
more. He also tried to negotiate a loan 
from his landlady, Mrs. Donovan, but 
she refused to accommodate him. How 
many more people he “touched” is not 
known, as it is not probable that all of 
his victims have learned of his disap- 
pearance or reported their losses. 

In addition to what he borrowed, 
Smith raised $20 more by selling his bi- 
cycle to a second-hand dealer. He 
and his wife were both seen about 
town as late as Sunday afternoon. That 
night they disappeared and the note 
about the sick mother-in-law, which 
was found posted on the door of the 
barber-shop Monday morning, is the 
only explanation of their absence. 

On learning of Smith’s actions pre- 
vious to his departure, several of the 
creditors took steps to attach the prop- 
erty left behind, but Mr. Clarke fore- 
stalled the rest and seized all that was 
attachable. 


MeMullin Liberated, 


T. J. MceMullin was dismissed yester- 
day by Justice Morrison. The defend- 
ant was. accused of stealing a pawn 
ticket from an old man who was un- 
der’ the influence of liquor. McMul- 
lin’s defense was that the ticket was 
given to him for safe-keeping. He 
was tried by a jury some time ago, but 
the jury disagreed. Detective Steele, 
the principal prosecuting witness, is 
too sick to attend court, and as Mc- 
Mullin had already been in jail a long 
While, it was decided by the prosecu- 
tion to abandon the _ case, it being 
deemed, assuming his guilt, that the 
prisoner had already been sufficiently 
punished.
